Baer- 
18 J. B. Harvey regarding bis request 
for atate help, said he telegraphed tlu 
governor for national guardymru in 
any number that tti^ chief executive, 
In hla judgment, deemed beat to pr<>- 
aerve order as tho situation Is g'ni.u^ 
critical. He says tic al.so luivl u Ion;.; 
talk with Govornoi' Stone over the te.- 
epbone in which be cx]>iained tbe en 
Ura tltuation and why he had maue 
the rcqneat tor troops. The sheriff 
Bald be waa wanted at so many places 
in the county to iirotn t life and prop- 
erty that It was impoaaible to bo 
everywhere. He frankly told the tov 
ernor that the sitiuition was geiting 
beyond his control anJ siigg'Sted t > 
him that two regiments would ije s^.i; 
flcient to preserve order. He did not 
apeclfy any command. He alao in- 
formed the governor that iiu,ler no 
circuuititaiued would be shoot a jnan, 
that "he would not make the mistake 
Sjierifl Martin made three yeara ago 
when a acore of men were ahot to 
death by dejuities at l.atllinor." The 
governor replied to him that he would 
take the whole subject under consider 
'atlon and would let him know later 
what he would do in the matter. In 
speaking further on the queatloo of 
using firearms, tbe sheriff aaid: "I am 
a better friend to the atriliers thnu 
they thinlt. 1 know they are fighting 
for what they think la right. 1 have 
given [ositive orders to my deputies 
that they must not do any shooting; 
that they muat be calm and try to rea 
son with the men when they aee the 
strikers about to commit a violation 
of the la.v. 1 bi lieve that more ean 
be done with sugar than with vinegar. 
When t faced the men of Derringer, 1 
kept my deputies apllt up In groups ?o 
as not to excite the strikera and went 
myaelf to tbe mob of 3uu men unarmed 
and pleaded with them to let those 
woikera go tt> tbe mines who ao de 
•Irad. They positively refuaed to do 
fo and I arrested ali those who were 
not within tbe law. If the men will 
not liaten to reason, then force must 
be uaed, and that meana ahooting. The 
presence of troops will prevent the 
gathering of mobs and that is why I 
asked the governoi' to send soldiers." 

No additional collieries were closed 
up In the Lehigh Valley. The Lenta. 
Lilly Co., mine at I'ark Pla. e In the 
Schuylkill region waa reported as be 
ing closed. There is not a colliery in 
thla region that has Ite full force oi 
men at work. 

Troop* Not Needed. 

Shenandoah, Pa., Sept. 2tj.— The ex- 
pected order for troopa to go to tbe 
Haaleton district was not received by 
General Gobln. After receiving the in 
formation that Sheriff Harvey of Lu- 
•eme county had requested the gov- 
ernor to send troops, Oeneral Gobin 
Immediately made arraagakaents for 
transferring a portion of his command. 
A special train was prepared and the 
station agent remained in touch with 
the general tbe greater part of the 
night. Oeneral GoMn Mays he had a 
portion of the infantry and a batlsry 
in readiness lo move at a moment's 
notiee. "I remained up nearly all 
night." said the general, "but received 
no information, even those who were 
to furnish me with news of the situa- 
tion failing to report." The eonJltlon 
In this region remains unchanged and 
everything Is quiet and orderly.

BOER DEBACLE COMPLETE. 

Pritisk Made C«t«p>«w, of Portugal to 
Achieve rinal Victory. 

New York Sept. 16.— A dispatch from 
Lorenso Marques says the Boer de- 
Lacle is complete. The I'ortug;ie?c 
have disarmed all the Boer refugees 
taken. The final collapse of tbe Boer 
army may be summarised as follows. 

When the Boers numbering 2.0J0 
evactiiated Kootnatipoort they tuok up 
positions between tbe Lombobo ranch 
i.nd the river. They had good po.<«i- 
tions and could have made a capital 
stand but owing to the disorganization 
and lack of (lis( ipline that were preva- 
lent they were only half hearted. 

Wishing to avoid a conflict and «iu- 
necessary bloodshed, the British con- 
sul general consulted tbe Portuguese 
governor general. Fenhor MachU'lo. as 

to the best course to be pursued to at- 
tain this end. He asked that eminaar- 

les should be sent i>p with an adirt'os 
fo the Hocrs pointing out the usele-'s- 
ness of continuing their resistence and 
the absolute needlessnesa of going ou 
further. 

Brsidrs If they contlntied to Rs\ t 
there was a fear of the natives risiii.',. 
Owing to the fact that the I'ortugic .<e 
had been most kind to the Boers and 
aa they had guaranteed their malnton- 
anre and repatriation and promised Ij 
senJ them l^ack to their country free 
f)f charge, the scheme succeeded be- 
yond the wildest hopea of Us origi- 
nator. 

In.strad of dozens coming down fo 
Lorenzo Mar<iuP8, 2,.")00 arrived in th;s 
wise. Diplomacy therefore triumphed 
by bringing the war to a apeedy and 
bloodless dose. 

Invitation to Kruger. 
Chicago, Sept. 26.— Boer sympathiz- 
ers from ail parts of the United States, 

representing the various pro-Boer 
movements and organizations, nn ' 
here and formed a national American 
Tranavaal league. Tbe delegatea voted 
that an Invitation on behalf of the 
Anierlian Boer sympathizers be ex- 
tended to President I'aul Kruger to 
visit this country, and I'n the event of 
being exiled froni his country by ac 
tlon of the British government to 
make the Ualted Btatea hla hoa*.

San Francisco. Sept. 26.— Colon"! 
John P. Jackson, collector of the po: i 
of San Franciaco died Tuesday nigli' 
He suffered from a painful kidney ai- 
fectlon ami failc;l to rally after a sur- 
gican operation, which was perform'.'. 1. 
Colonel Jackaon waa Ijorn in Cleve- 
land, O., March 7. 1838. atudied law 
with lienjaniin Harrison in the oflUc 
of Bellamy Storcr and was a law part 
ner of George Hoadiey. He was ap- 
pointed aub-treaaurer at San Fran- 
clf^co by President HarrlsOB and col- 
lector by Mc Kinley.

While the many mine workers are 
anxious to settle the strike and return 
to work regardless of the means by 
whi. h an amit able si ltlement is lua b , 
there is a quite strong sentiment to 
remain out until the union is recog- 
nized and until that organization is 
satisfied that work can be resumed ad- 
vantageously to the union.

Franklin, i\y., Sept. 2G.— The Jury 
in tbe Howard trial bad no verdict 
when the court convened at 9 a. m. 
The Jury retired at 9:10 and returaad 
with its verdict at 9:43. 

The court room was crowded with 
spectators and the vast crowd was 
white with auppreased excitement as 
Foreman Crutcher of the Jury passed 
the written verdict up to the clerk. 

Deputy Clerk ivlliott read the ver- 
dict, which found tite defendant guilty 
and fixed hia punishment at death. 

Howard cc< ii|ii'd a scat by his at- 
torney. He did ii'it display the least 
agitatl'Mi and v, a.- a;ii a' cnlly i\o more 
concerned than any other person in 
the court reom. 

The verdict w.is a s: I'prise, as the 
gen'Miii imldic ,vas b d lo believe that 
llie jury w.ts divi'i'il on lie (jiiestioa 
of tbe guilt or lumMeuce of tbe defend- 
ant, but it turned out that tbe dlfll- 
culty In reachin;; a vei-,ii t wis over 
the degree oT 11, !■ pii n Is ! i ii icii t , some of 
the jurors r;i\(i; ii!i; 111', i in |u i -mi ir.ciit, 
while others stood out for the death 
penalty and finally won their aasocl- 
ates over. 

One of the Jurnis, afii r the jury had 
l een disrl'.ainc 1. st.itcd tlial a niinib'T 
of ballots were taken, but tbe first 'bal- 
lot resulted in an unanimoua vote In 
favor of a verdict of guilty, .\fter thnt 
the ballots were as to the degree of 
punishment, 10 for the death penalty 
and two for life imprisonment. Thla 
waa while the Jurors were in tbe Jnry 
room Tiiesd.iy ariein. mn. The first 
ballot Wednesday resulted in a ver- 
dict, the Jurora who ha I vote j for lite 
imprisonment gave In to the majority 
and voted for the death penalty. 

Affer the verdict ha 1 bem rendered, 
Howard was ii'inaiuied to jail, where 
he was followej by his Iiommi fiicnd, 
John G. White, who seemed almost 
paralyzed by the verdict Howard's 
checks also blamlicil as be stood to 
accoiiii)any the jaiior ba( k 'o ills cell. 

The jnry which tried the ( ase was 
divided politically 9 Democrats. 1 Ue- 
publican, 2 anti-Ooebel Democrats. 

The verdict of the jury, it is be- 
lieve;!, was based largely upon tbe de- 
struction of Howard's alibi, UPOU 
Which he depended solely. 

One of the Jurors admitted that the 
failure of Howard to bring any of the 
o«iupants of the ocmutive building 
Jan. 30 to testify (hat he waa not there, 
was considered by the Jury as an indi- 
cation that he was there. The testi- 
mony of (laines as fo seeing Howard 
run out oi the giounds and aiiHi of 
St i;blil<di' Id, who swore that Howard 
confessed the killing a few days after 
tbe murder, were the other principal 
points upon which the Jury relied. 

Howard s attorney will at once ap- 
ply for a new trial, basing the motion 
on alleged expsi-ssions of several of tbe 
Jurors made prior to the trial which 
were hostile to the defendfint. It will 
be charged that one juror made 
tbe statement that all of the suspects 
under arrest ought to be hung and that 
he particularly specified Howard aii 
one up .11 whoir. the death penalty 
ought to be pronounced. This was tbe 
general ground for the motion for d 
new trial in tbe case of Caleb Powera 
at Georgetown a month ago. 

After Howard went bai k to Jail Rol) 
ert Noakes, who was one of tbe prin- 
cipal witnesses for the state in the 
Powers case, but who did not testify In 
the Howard case, was passing through 
the jail corridor. Howard saw him 
and poked bis band through the grat- 
ing to shake hands. He said: "Wallt 
Bot), good bye. If I don't see you 
again on earth, I guess I will meet you 
m h— 11." 



Rlee*s Body t^renafwd.

Hod. Charles K. Wbeeler Delivers a Tdliog 
SlMch to » Urg« ni Batliidaa- 
tic Aidinee. 



Hon. Charles K. Wbeeler, of Puducab, 
ably and elcqnently addreaaed a erowded 
houM at tilt) court hoiiae hist night for 
over two hoars. Uis arraignment of tLe 
McKinlay admlnittration for its tand we y 
toward imperialism and its friendship 
and 8up('0rt of trusts wah severe, bat he 
quoted from tbo Oon gw w f ond Becoid 
and McKinlay'a owa worda to ptayo bia 
assertiona. 

He referred to the Neeley and Rath- 
bone atea'a in Cuba, saying of Neeley 
that before he bad learned the atreeta of 
Havana he bad stolea $140,000, and crit- 
iciaed the adminiatration for failure to 
proaecnte theee crlmiBala. 

Mr. Wlieeler called upon the colored 
voter to wilneaa that the Kepublican 
party which boaated of libaraUoc the ne- 
ISTO undes Lincoln, so far dt-Kenerated 
that Mcivinluy, elected President aa a 
Repablican, bad recoRnized slavery as 
right und«r a treaty with the Chief of 
the Sulu islands. The speaker said he 
was opposed to slavery, and deprecated 
the fact that in this Nineteenth century 
any man could be found who woald 
agree that slavery vsas a proper institu- 
tion. He sUted that the wouarch of 
these islands wan a polygamlst, bavlng 
300 wives, and thai .Vincricaoa are taxed 
to help keep up the harem. ■ 

The speaker then referred to the pomp 
and ceremony with which McKinley'^ J ip- 
poinieea were inducted into othce in 
Porto Bleo, and aaid there waa no war- 
rant for the title, "Governor General," 
which bad been conferred upon the chief 
offloar of the ialand, it being a Spanish 
title conferred upon such aa Woyler, the 
butcher. He next gave many other il- 
laatratiooa abowlDR the trend of the Mc- 
KinleyiU towards a monarchy, and asked 
whether or not the issue of imperialism 
was myth c J, when we contrast with all 
thia that upon one occaaion a President 
of the U. 8. rode to the WblU Honsa on 
a pony, and walked apand took the oath 
of o^ce. 

He stated that wa did not want the 

Philippine islands as a bostnasa proposi- 
tion, becaase during the past twelve 
months it had cost ns 1148,000.000, while 
our oommeroe with thone islands was 
only 12,000,000, and that he was opposed 
to Uking 1148,000,000 out of the pockets 
of all the people of the U. 8. in order to 
benefit a few dealers in commerce. He 
charged that representatives of the beet 
flugar trust and of the tobacco trust had 
induced McKinley to change front on 
the Porto Rican tariff meat- u re. 

He proved unmlatakably that the Re- 
publicans were tlie friends of the trosta 
and in reply to HannaV statement that 
there were no trusts be asked the farm-

evening at (1:10 o'clock at his room at the 
Central Hotel. His health hud been 
gfadoally failing a year or so, aa a result 
of bis advanced yean and a dipease of 
tbe kidneys. For the last six weeks he 
had been cnnflned to hia room. 

Col. Dawson was born in Baltimore, 
but had been a resident of Maysvil e 
since be was two years old. His exact 
age is not known, but his closest friends 
place it at eixhty-two or eighty-three. 
Ho far 8!^ known he has no sutviving rel- 
ativea. A nephew, John Dawson, died 
a few years ago at bis home in Ireland. 

Col, I'awHoii was one of the oldest 
members of DeKalb Lodge Mo. 12, I. (>. 
O. F. He waa initiated at the second 
meeting of the loi!i;e Mafch 22, 1SI2, and 
was the first Treasurer of the lodge. 
Five oih'era were initiated into tbe lodge 
at the same meeting, and Col. Dawson's 
leath leaves but two of these surviving. 
They are Captain N. Cooper, of thia city, 
and .Mr. T. B Brickei, whose present 
home is either in Indiana or Missouri.
